Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-16 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1, the applicants have presented persuasive argument, see 
pages 8-9 of the response filed on 1 1/7/2008 that the cited prior of Beerling fails to 
disclose or suggest the limitation of "wherein each of said chambers defines a flat 
bottom wall and an opposed dome-shaped upper wall, the dome-shaped upper wall 
defining a perimeter continuously joined to said flat bottom wall," in combination with the 
rest of the limitations of claim 1 . Regarding claims 12, 16, the applicants have presented 
persuasive argument, see pages 9-10 of the response filed on 11/7/2008 that the cited 
prior of Lee fails to disclose or suggest the limitation of "obvious, "wherein each of the 
chambers defines a flat bottom wall and an opposed dome-shaped upper wall, the 
dome-shaped upper wall defining a perimeter continuously joined to the flat bottom 
wall," in combination with the rest of the limitations of claims 12, 16. The reason for 
allowance of claim 14 has been stated in a previous office action ( mailing dates 
8/7/2008)
